The United States of America, the British Empire, France J 
and Japan, with a view to the preservation of the general peace 
»nd the maintenance of their rights in relation to their insular 
possessions and insular dominions in the regions of the Pacific 
Ocean, have determined to conclude a treaty to this effect and 
have appointed as their plenipotentiaries:
